ministration, and that the crusade being con- 
ducted by Mr. Gompbrs and some of his asso- 
ciates is unwarranted. The Administration is 
determined to enforce all laws, whether they 
are for the benefit of labor or capital. 

Coupled with the eigh^hour enforcement ac* 
tivity is the action of the Department of Jus- 
tjce in proi-eodiiii: ai^aiii^t the employer of tele- 
graph operatt it- <iu a Si iiithwe-tern road who. 

it i?! claimed. disiTiiiiiiiatt'd as^'ain-t rliu-;t' ope- 
rators as ^lociated with a rnioii .irtraui/.atioii. 

In still another direetion the Administration 
show;* its interest in workinirmen liy the dt'ei<i(iii 
to protect the lives and limbs of railroad em- 
ployes by rigidly enforcing the safety ujtpliauce 
act. 

The Administration wants it understood, liow-

resentative Littlkhki.o of Maine and otlier 
niembers of the House, and of the Republican 
party who did not do the bidiling of the Fede- 
ration of Labor. For exan)j)le, the safety aji- 
j)liane<' Mft li!»s li.'en ritritlly enforced for a year 
or more tiack. and thousmds of dollars have 
been collected froni the railroads for its viola- 
tion. 

The enforcement of the eight-hour law is in 
conseipieuce of the direct representation of 
Mr. GoMPERs. who claimed that it was not be- 
properly enforced. Not having had his atten- 
tion directed to the condition of facts complained 
of by Mr. Gompbrs, the President and othef* 
ofScials of the Administration were unaware of 
the evasions of the law. They investigated 
the complaints of Mr. OoiiPKRsand found them 
well-founded. On these they will act. The 
law is to be enforced conservatively and yet 
folly. 

While the course of the Administration is 
not expected to meet all of the extreme de- 
mands of some of the leaders in Unionism, it is 
believed that the President and his associates 
have been sufficiently mindful of the wishes 
and interests of organized labor to go before 
the country on the record made. No effort 
will be made to propitiate the extremists; but 
the thoughtful laboring masses, it is )>elieved, 
will not consent to be led into opposition to 
such men as C.xnnon and Littlkkield, who 
have Vteen guilty of no othei'crimo than that of > 
opposing the Anti-Iujunctictn Bill, which only 
a small part of organized labor is demanding, 
and which the leaders of both parties unite in 
saying is not good or desirable legislation. 
The defeat of ;iny one of the men whom the 
Gonipers following are after would in no way 
imjirove the situation as it relates to the Anti-
